I found an RA-17 on the ‘bay about 15 years ago. Needed work (mainly caps and 
alignment) but ended up a splendid RX. Be aware that there are several versions 
out there, mine is the North American version with (mostly) common tube types. 
The British defence version has some very obscure bottles, be warned. 


Overall it is built like a tank (heavy!!), with a lot of cast aluminium modules. 
The wire is not so great, and the caps are generally heinous, suggest complete 
replacement of electrolytics and "paper" types. Not as hard to work on as an 
SP-600, but not for the inexperienced. You must have a very good (as in HP) sweep 
generator to do the alignment, the broadband filter took several hours to get 
close, and its bandpass is not a thing of beauty but functions just fine. 


This is a lovely band cruiser. The film dial scale is 3 ft long, and tuning is 
silky smooth. The Wadley loop design is rock stable. SSB is challenging at best. 
Very sensitive, but never measured it. 


Too bad there is so little on the HF bands these days...

Hi Morris, 


Scott Robinson here. We visited you for an afternoon in Melbourne a 
couple of years ago, and it's good to hear from you again. 


I should first commend you on the clarity and elegance of your posting. 
I don't have a Racal receiver, but learned (learnt...) a good deal about 
them from your article. I do have a Wadley loop receiver, a Yaesu 
FRG-7, as it seemed the least expensive way to have that technology in 
house. 


The sad part about all short wave receivers is that there isn't much to 
listen to any more. The last BBC signal I could get, which turned out 
to be from Bangkok, has long been gone. Finding that transmitter was 
harder than you might imagine: the BBC website did not acknowledge xanyx 
operatoins at 9740 KHZ, but that it absolutely where it was. If I had 
not encountered a BBC employee at an AES function, I might never have 
known, but he found out for me. 


I recently got a Tektronix DC5009 counter, now converted back to a DC 
509, and this is the one with the crystal oven. So I took it over to 
John Staples (W6BM) in Berkeley, whom I know from CHRS activities. Like 
you, he used to maintain a Cesium frequency standard but enow uses a GPS 
receiver for his frequency standard. I carefully set its clock to match 
the GPS clock, and have been gong through the counters in the CHRS lab 
to get them all as good as I can.

Those who have worked with the Scott SLRM receiver are probably aware of 
its low BFO injection.? In fairness, it's designed as an "entertainment" 
receiver, not a "communications" receiver,? though "in a pinch" one can 
turn on the BFO, turn the RF gain down and receive CW with headphone 
volume.?? That's unfortunate, because the SLRM IF is so well done that, 
with the BFO and IF carefully and properly aligned, you can "slice" LSB 
from USB well. 


Here's a simple, non-destructive way to get more BFO injection: 
Locate the BFO tube, X-107, near the front of the receiver. Solder a 
link of hook-up wire to pin 3 (orange here):

This is what I do.? Works well for me.? From a post in late 2017, anda 
short article in Jan 2018 ER: 


Both early TCS and RAX receivers suffer from trimmer capacitors with 
"busted nuts."? These (typically 50 pFd) trimmer caps are assembled by 
compressing a 1/4" nut over the rotor shaft, thus? compressing a spring, 
setting the proper spacing between stator and rotor plates. Over 70 
years, the stressed, friction-hold nuts can crack, releasing the tension 
on the spring, forcing the rotor? down and contacting the stator, 
shorting the cap.

It can be hard to find these original trimmers. Count youself lucky if 
you have a direct replacement. In early TCS receivers, these can be 
"double-mounted" (two caps on a single piece of?? ceramic), which makes 
them even harder to find. If one doesn't have a direct replacment (used 
the only one I had on another project), what can be done? I've tried 
cleaning the shaft and nut? throughly with acetone followed by naptha, 
then using JB Weld to glue the nut in place.? Put a small dab of JB Weld 
on the rotor shaft, careful to keep it from being spread all the way to 
the? bottom of the nut and thus, sticking the shaft forever.? Compressed 
the nut and shaft with long-nose Vice-Grips adjusted for the right 
Spacing and left it sit overnight. In three attempts, this? worked once 
(the first time). The second one got stuck with a small amount of JB too 
far down the shaft.? The third popped right back off. 


Thought about it awhile- the idea is to get the plates seperated and 
stable so the cap can be used.

Does it change 
the dielectric constant of the cap? Yes.? Does it make a difference??

Since this was not intended to be a 
"communications" receiver, I suppose the tiny BFO signal is intended as 
part of the "Special Low Radiation" design. 


>Many receivers have minimal BFO coupling both to avoid pulling of the 

BFO by the signal and to avoid activating the AVC when it can be used on CW. 
No BFO pulling is evident.?? If one sets the bandwidth/mode switch to 

"CW," the AVC is turned off.? CW/SSB audio level is now plentiful.

Been considering how to revive the GO-9 HF transmitter.?? The original 
power supply has been stripped, so that's a good reason to go with a new 
60-cycle supply.? The transmitter module itself has been somewhat 
modified, but recoverably.? The "Man With the Golden Screwdriver" 
removed the 803 and socket, replacing them with an 813 PA.? Simplifed 
original-circuit schematic attached. 


Left Red Circle: 

K201 on the left is a relay contact in the original power supply. In the 
original design, when the radio is keyed, this contact is grounded to 
complete the grid circuits of the MO and the Buffer, turning them on.? A 
relay contact in the power supply then keys the B+ and B++ to the 
transmitter. 


Right Red Circle: 

In the modded circuit, he lifted the PA grid ground connection at the 
ground end of Grid Current meter M502, opening the PA grid circuit, then 
connected these two "red" points together. 


In original configuration, when the transmitter is keyed, both these 
points are grounded and the PA's bias is developed from drive.?? In the 
modded version, the most likely idea was to apply -250V +/-? bias 
voltage to cut the tubes off on key-up, and ground them for normal 
operation on key-down.? This isn't necessarily a bad idea; many transmit 
circuits work that way.? I still don't understand replacing the 803 with 
the 813.? The 540V supplied to the PA Screen is well above the 813's 
rated maximum of 400V.? The 803 Screen can take up to 600V. ? The 803 
suppressor requires about +40V or so.? The 813 is a beam power tube, so 
that's kinda weird.?? The 813 can deliver a little bit more power for a 
given power supply, but not enough to foozle-around with the design.

I have NOS 803 and socket, so 
putting that back original is a given. 

Your opinions, please:? Key the B+, or cut-off bias keying? Keying the 
bias can also be done with FETs, so we don't have a fraction of a second 
of unbiased tubes during the relay's throw-time. 


The Green Circles: 

These are the isolated filament circuits for MO/Buffer and for the PA.? 
The transformers in the diagram were actually located in the seperate 
power supply module; not the transmtter itself.? I don't see any way to 
wire these to a common DC filament source, do you? I can provide both 
correct-voltage/current transformers, but it's always nice to condense 
and eliminate extra power busses when possible.

The project to stand-up a BC-669 for our retired tugboat skipper is 
coming together well.? The RF deck I was using has a lot of issues, and 
given that just about the only things a BC-669 can tune is the 160 and 
80 meter ham bands, I decided an RF deck with the BFO module installed 
would serve him better.? Had a decent Hallicrafters RF deck with a 
"parts" mod deck and this good Electrical Research Laboratories 
modulator, so made "one good one out of two."? Yeah, yeah, I know.? Hey- 
they're getting revived and I don't think he'll mind, LOL :-D 


Found more "Golden Screwdriver" booger-ation in the Modulator deck.? The 
main switching relay (which controls the TR relay with which we are

those specified. Tuning a BC-669 can be tedious; there is only one 
"correct" setting for the taps on each of the channel settings, but once 
the first 160 Meter channel and the first 75 Meter channel are done, the 
other channels are identical or close settings, so once done, it's 
done.??? Again urging that one follow the manual procedure, here are the 
tap settings for 160 and 75, assuming a 50-Ohm non-reactive load: 


PA Tank Coil (smaller one with two taps per channel, 

the tap sliders are labelled P and A, 1 to 6): 

Coil sliders on the "P" side facing the back of the rig: 

160M: 7 clicks from the top.? 75M: 11 clicks from the bottom. 
Coil sliders on the "A" side facing the front of the rig: 

160M: 9 clicks from the bottom.? 75M:? 5 clicks from the bottom. 
Coil sliders on the Antenna Loading coil 

(big one behind the door, taps L to R, 1 to 6): 

160M: 10 clicks from the top? 75M: 5 clicks from the top. 


With good tubes and a spec power supply, you should get 50-55W carrier 
output on all channels.? Measured with my calibrated ‘oscope, that is 
what this one is making, with good 100% plate modulation from the four 
Class AB1 6L6s in the Plate Modulator. First contact was with Ralph, 
KD60S in Oklahoma.
